BATAVIAN ANTHOLOGY. 

Mr. Bowring and Mr. Van Dyk have publish- 
ed alittle work under the title of Batavian Jn- 
thology ; or Specimens of the Dutch Poets : with 

temarks on the Poetical Literature and Lan- 

guage of the Netherlands, to the end of the Lith 
Century. “'There isa countey (observe the 
Editors) almost within sight of the shores of 
our island, whose literature is less known to us 
than that of Persia and Hindostan--a country, 
too, distinguished for its civilization and its 
contributions to the masa of hanun know- 
ledge.” 

It grieves one to see of how limited a nature 
Fame is. Here is a great race of poets that | 
have been immortal in the dykes for many 
hundred years, and yet have never been heard | 
of, 50 feet above the level of the sea. They | 
might have remained below high water mark 
till they were drowned, if the friendly translat- 
ors had not lifted them out of their native bul- 
rushes ; and put Dutch poesy beyond danger of! 
a spring tide— adversis rerum ainmersabelis | 
undis,” in Waterloo-place, Pall-mall. 

The collection is indeed very curions and in- 
trinsically valuable. Mr. Bowring’s talents for 
translation have been made universally known 
by the publication of the Russian Anthology 
and Spanish Romances. 

A very interesting part of the publication is 
the account of the ancient Dutch Poets, who ; 
bear a very close resemblance to English Poets 
of the same date... ‘The similarity of the Dutch 
and English languages is most striking in the 
Poets of the 13th and 1ithcenturies. In read- 
ing some lines which are given in the selec. 
tion before us, in the original language, we 
might almost fancy we were reading Chaucer. 
"The well-head of English undetiled” is very 
maca like Dutch We however give, as most 
likely to be acceptable to the generality of our 
readers, a translation from Vondel, the most 
eminent of the Dutch Poets. We shail recur 
to this pleasing collection.

but as a general Oriental scholar he was almos; 
unrivalled. His knowledge of eastern history 

antiquities, authors, curiosities, customs, &¢.> 
was the result of enthusiastic and persevering 
reasearch. He spared neither trouble nor ex- 
pense ; he grouped round himself the best 
productions of the writers of all countries, the 
most intelligent travellers, and the most  indas- 
trivas students. His collection of books, manu- 
scripts, and engravings, is magnilicent : and his 
seloons were the resort of all the most interest- 
ing and most valuable productions or lovers’of 
the sciences that resided in or visited the French 
metoporus. Elis death has prodaced an unusual 
sensation, for it has come home to every one’s 
habits and enjoyments. Twice every month, 
on the first and third Tuesday evenings, his 
Salgucs were opened ; his tables were spread 
with the newest and richest productions of the 
literature of all countries. Forty, fifty, sixty, 
and more persons of learaing and distinction 
were collected from the most distant parts of 
the world ; the colours and costume of various 
climes and countries gave a sort of general 
character to the meeting ; the business of lit- 
erature was despatched, and the pleasures of 
literature enjoyed at the same time. A sort of 
bourse or eachange was established, at the ex- 


pense of an individual, who was as hospitable 
in the administration of his refreshments to the 


bodies of his guests as he was liberal in the 

communication of all that was demanded fron 

lits stores of learning and informaiton. It is ta 

he regretted, and is no doubt deeply regretted 

by the surviving parties, that a misunderstand- 

ing should have existed between him and M.

“itis with no little surprise that we hear from 
your part of the country, that it is expected sinee the 
receipt of the President's Message, that the claim oi 
Massachusctts is about to be paid. So far from that 
being the fact, the claim is placed in a worse situation 
than it was seven years ago, in the opinion of the most 
judicious persons here. ‘There will not one ‘cent of it 
be paid this session, if ever. tn short, the subject 
will not be called up. 

‘** The course pursued by the Gommissioners has 
been very injudiciows and unfortunate, aad is disap- 
proved by the whole Delegation in the House and 
Senate, from Massachusetts and Maine. It is believ- 
ed that not one of the Delegation was consulted by 
the Commissioners relative to the expediency of send- 
ing the subject to Congress. The Message came to 
the House wholly unexpected by them, and no one 
was prepared to move any order concerning it. Mr. 
Crowniushicld’s motion, that it should lie upow the 
table and be printed, is considered as putting itt 
sleep for the present, 

“The course which would have becn advised by 
the Massachusetts and Maine Delegation is this :— 
After that part had been audited, which the President 


and the Secretary of War admit ought to be_ paid,’ 


which is free from the censtitutional cbjection, and 
which is much the largest part of the claim, some- 
thing like five or six hundred thousand dollars, let the 
President direct it to be paid. It would then have 
come to the House with the other bills of apprepria- 
tion, aud would have undoubtedly passed. But all 
the friends of the claim disapprove the Message, as 
well for the grounds upon which he recommends the 
payment of the claim, as for uniting the undispated 
with the disputed part of it, which will be seen to de- 
feat the payment altogether. 

*“* Had the Delegation been consulted, they woald 
have advised decidedly against sending it to Congress, 
and the: message would not have been sent, bata 
large part would have been paid and the balance 
would have remained for future adjustment. own 
part of it will be paid at present, certainly ; a4 
think not till Massachusetts shall have recalledbet 
Commissioners, and sent others, who are willing fo 
pursue a course more in consonance with the united 
opinions of the Commissioners from Maine and the 
Delegation in Congress trom both the States interested. 
And here let me say for the honor and credit and 
patriotism of those States, that now there is no divis- 
ion of sentiment upon this subject. Both political 
parties will unite heart and hand, and will act in con 
cert and with vigor in favor of the claim, whenever it 
shall be presented ina manner that meets their ap- 
probation. But such is the hopelessness of the case 
as at present placed before Congress, and such is the 
disapprobation of the Message by the friends of the 
vlaim, that no member will move a finger towards it; 


and no one will have the temerity to call it up amidst 
the frowns of friends and foes. 


‘The Message reccommends the payment of the 


Claim because the present governor of Massachusetts 
has sent in his renunciation of the principles adopted 
by Governor Strong, and not upon the broad unshaken 
principles of justice and equity. Those members, 
theretore, who are of opinion that the claim ought to 
be paid upon principle and not upon what may by 
some be thought political or electionecring motives, 
wal vate against it upon the terms of the message.” 

‘ Distinguished members of Congress, friends of the 
Claim, who are not inhabitants of either of the States 
interested, have been heard to say ‘* if Massachuselts 
were willing to receive the claim upon those terms, tty 
should vote against it.” 

** Such is the present situation of your claim. It 
never can be paid upon the terms of the message, and 
| fear not till the message is forgotten. For you see 
that those members who would vote for the payment 
of it upon principle, cannot do so upon the terms of 
the message. And it is not to be supposed that those 
who oppose it upon principle, will vote for it because 
the political majority in Massachusetts has viera 
to the other side. 

** The Claim now is in a worse situation than “ever, 
and the blame must rest somewhere. It will certait- 
ly never be paid till a sufficient time has elapsed for 
the course now pursued, aud the President's message 
to be so far forgotten, that they shall not operate 25 4 
precedent to prevent some future President or Secre- 
tary from fearlessly pursuing the course which the js 
tice of the case imperiously requires, by directing the 
undisputed part of the claim to be paid, unembarress- 


ed by a union with that part which involves the col 
stitutional question.” 


It is somewhat painful for us to differ in 
Opinion on any subject, from those, whose opin- 
ions on almost all subjects, we feel bound to 
respect. It appears to us, however, that the 
opinions of some of our brother editors, on the 
late message of President Monroe, in reference 
to the Massachusetts Claim, result more from 
the exercise of good feelings than from an et 
amination into the merits of the claim. The 
Hon. Mr. Crafts, editor of the Charleston Cot- 
ticr, for whose talents and personal virtues 
we have a high respect, makes the followiag 
remarks on the Message :
